There is little wonder that some 
of the boys and girls are anxious 
to desert the little home “down 
on the farm” and go to town to 
try their fortunes,offt times even 
in sotn'e menial position, rather 
than stay on the farm. 
No flow­ 
ers, no shrubbery, no music, no 
books, nothing in fact thut a p ­ 
peals to the aesthetic nature of 
the boy or girl, and vet many 
parents wonder why they want 
to leave the farm. It is to seek 
those pleasures that appeal to 
them that the home does not af­ 
ford. 
Take many of the unvit­ 
ing homes, with a wire fence in 
front of the house, and a lot of 
old implements and wood in the 
front yard. 
Tnat could be rem ­ 
edied with very little trouble, 
and yet it is more often the rule 
rather than the exception. 
Why 
is that any more permissible 
around the rural home than in 
town.

U n ­ 
fortunately, the minister did not pre­ 
sent 
the 
Scriptural 
raferencas 
for 
this teaching. 
Can you inform me as 
to where it can be found? 
(Missouri.) 
Answer.—Owing to the confusion rx- 
, luting in the religious world today 
amongst the hundreds of conflicting 
creeds and denominations, the people 
are not content to accept what this or 
that clergyman may say regarding a 
particular doctrine or teaching. 
They 
w*ant the Scriptures for it 
There is 
no foundation in the Scriptures for the 
theory of an intermediate state for the 
dead. 
It is only by twisting and mis­ 
applying the highly figurative and sym­ 
bolic expressions of the Bible that any 
seeming basis of support could be 
found. 
All of the plain declarations of 
the Bible, as to the state of the dead, 
are to the effect that the dead are 
wholly unconscious. They are “asleep." 
The word sheol signifies the hidden state 
as applied to man's condition in death, 
and hence, by proper and close associ­ 
ation, the word was often used in the 
sense of prate— the tomb. 
There is no 
consciousness 
there—Ecclesiastes 
ix. 
IO. 
The Greek hades Is synonymous 
with sheol as the New Testament quo­ 
tations from the Old Testament writ­ 
ings show. 
Acts ii, 27, is from Psalm 
xvi, IO, and I Corinthians, xv, 64, 55. 
is from Isaiah xxv, 8, and Iiosea xiii. 
14. 


Q.—Th* following definition of tho 
term "soul,1* appeared in a religious 
journal not long ago—"The soul ie an 
incorporeal, indestructible entity, th* 
spiritual nature of man as incarnate." 
This hee a scientific halo about it that is 
quite becoming, but the meaning, up 
to this writing, has successfully dodged 
my comprehension. 
I am quito sure 
that I have a “soul" secreted som e­ 
where about my personage, bul I will 
need th* assistance of some other "in­ 
destructible entity" to enable me to 
round up tho "critter." 
Will you kind­ 
ly join in th* chase? 
(Wm.) 
Answer.—The gaudy theories and the 
speculative lines of thought as to the 
nature and substance of the soul, which 
have been advanced by certain schools 
of theology that have persistently ig­ 
nored the Bible teachings on the sub­ 
ject, are. indeed, vastly amusing. 
For 
instance, one good bishop stated that 
the soul “was without body and with­ 
out parts, and you could put a million 
of them in a nutshell!" 
This comes 
very near to being next to nothing! 
The above quoted definition of the soul 
la remarkable In that it is exactly op­ 
posite to the Bible statements. 
The 
soul is corporeal; it Is destructible, 
and, in the natural man. It is of an 
earthly nature; and It Is not incarnate, 
but is the real thing Itself! 
According 
to the Scriptures, the soul is the living, 
intelligent, sentient being. 
You have 
not a soul, but you are a soul. 
It was 
the living soul. 
Adam, that sinned 
against the Lord, and it was the soul 
that went into death. 
It is the soul, 
the being, that Is to be resurrected. 
Note the destructibility of the soul In 
the following— Ezekiel xviii. 4; Acts 
Mi.

C loses Successful Meet in Til is 


City Last Friday 


The Comanche County and Co 
m anche city Teachers Institute, 
after a week’s very successfni 
a ad interesting program came 
to a c lo s 3 Friday afternoon, coun- 
tyjsuparintendent W. D. Jenkins 
presiding during its session. 
There were in attendance one 
hundred and|seventy five‘eachei 8 j 
P ro n the beginning to th eclsse 
both the gene a1 and section 
m eetings were full of interest 
and enthusiasm. 
In the section meetings an 
hour and a half each day was de* 
voted to the study of educational 
principles, school room essen­ 
tials by Sutton and Horn being 
the text used. 
In the 
primary 
and 
interm ediate 
sections 
a 
study of Briggs and Coffman’s 
principles of reading constituted 
the work of an hour and a half 
each day. 
An hour and a half each day 
was devoted to the study of 
m ethods in the respective de­ 
partm ents of school work. 
T he Institute for study was 
divided into skx . sections and a 
real six teacher school was con­ 
ducted during the week. 
In the g e n i a l sections of one 
and a half hours a day, questions 
of general educational im port­ 
ance were discussed, and while 
the order 
and decorum was 
splendid, the discussions tpere 
quite spirited at times.

equitable distribution 
of tile county ' n8tltute8 could compare 
state school funds. 
It is a fact that under our 
present plan 
of apportionment 
some schools are receiving from 
the state twice as much per cap­ 
ita on pupils actually in school 
as others. 
If our apportionment 
took into consideration the aver­ 
age daily attendance of the next 
preceding session of school it is 
probable that the m atter of a 
compulsory 
attendance 
law 
might not become such an im­ 
mediate necessity. 


The Conference for education 
in Texas and the Hogg Organi­ 
zation with their program s were 
indorsed and fifty dollars con­ 
tributed to the conference for 
education. 
A county conference for edu­ 
cation was recommended to be 
modeled somewhat 
after the 
State conference. 
A committee 
was appointed to draft platform 
of principles and plan of opera­ 
tion and a call to be issued for 
general mass meeting of all vit­ 
ally interest in a campaign for 
education in the county, said 
meeting to be held on the third 
Saturday in November. 
A Comanche County Debating 
and Ceclamation League was or­ 
ganized as a p&rt of the state 


favorably with that of this ses­ 
sion of the Comanche county 
institute, it would not long bo 
complained of that the money 
thus expended is a waste of the

Dr. Brooks was chair­ 
man of the Committee on Educa­ 
tion appointed by the Commis­ 
sion to investigate our educa­ 
tional system and bis report is a 
result of a close and searching 
investigation into affairs od un a 
ti on a1. 
In a table ^submitted by Dr. 
Brooks, it 
lh shown that the 
school population

cont as compared with an aver­ 
age in other states of 72 per 
c-mt. 
Comparing Texas with 
California, which is one of the 
most advanced 
states 
in the 
Union in the matter of educa­ 
tion, he shows that our expendi­ 
ture per capita (If average at­ 
tendance is $18.55, while that of 
California is $59.01. 
The ex­ 
penditure per capita of entire 
population 
in Texas is $2.71, 
compared with $7.05 in Califor­ 
nia. 
Dr. Brooks sounds a note of 
warning to the people against 
political control of the our insti­ 
tutions of learning and pleads 
for a more liberal support of all 
our schools and colleges.
